Streams of Lava Now Flowing From 


New Found Crater, and University 


of Nevada Prepares to Send 


Scientists to Investigate

Great excitement is prevailing in i 
Lovelock over the report of the j 


discovery of a volcano now in eruption 
thirty miles northwest of here, on the 
road toward Rabbit Hole. 


The discovery was made by H. C- 


Sommera, John McClure -and 
Harry 


Wheeler, while out prospecting in the 
hills north and west of town. 


While Mr. Wheeler was riding over 


the hills on. horseback he noticed half 
a mile ahead a column of smoke arisr 
ing as if from a camp fire. He start- 
ed over to see what it was and as he 
approached nearer he could detect a 
smell as from the 
infernal 
region?. 


The rocks began to get hot under his 
horse's feet and the animal reared' and 
would not go near 
the 
column of 


steam and smoke ascending hundreds 
of feet in the sky. 


Mr. Wheeler soon perceived that he 


had accidentally run across a small 
volcano which though not in very ac- 
tive eruption was still hot and smok- 
ing. 
At various points down from 'the 


crater were flows of lava, still hot 
and steaming that had broken from the; 
sides of the cone. 


Tying his horse at some 'distance,' 


Mr. Wheeler approached on foot as 
near as he could to the crater and tried! 
to peep into its depths. The heat ofi 
the roclcs almost burned the shoes off: 
his feet. The smell of the fumes was) 
enoug-h to nearly knock him down, but) 
he managed to approach close enough, 
to see the shape p.nd width of the 
crater. He Judged the mouth to be ten 
to" twelve'feet "across," but "could not get 
near enough to get any idea of the 
' '

~ 


With his prospecting pick he broke 


off some .of the rock near the mouth, 
but it was so hot he had to throw it 
do'wn and let it cool for fifteen min- 
utes before he 'could put it into his 
prospector's grip to bring: it away. ' 


• It was getting late and Mr. Wheeler 
and his companions had many miles 
to go before coming to water to camp 
for the night, so he could not take 
time to examine further. 
When he 


joined his companions 'they had gone 
along some distance ahead and could 
not go back that night. 


The next day when they were com- 


ing back that way they missed their 
bearings and did not find the volcano 
until 'approaching night again forced 
them to hunt water for camp. 


While the district in which this was 


found is covered with a great "deal of 
lava flow, (this is the first, time any- 
thing like 'an.'1-active volcano has been 
found. 


The cone is among the low hills and 


hardly raises above the level of the 
surrounding ground, but 
gets there 


just the same. 


At different points 'the lava flows 


show from spots as large as a com- 
mon room to upheavals as- large as a 
good sized house, which seem to have 
burst from crevices in the side ot the 
mountains.

>T)irectors of University Let Con- 


tract For Building Manzinita" 


Hall 


Miss Alice E. Armstrong of Fresno, 


California, was elected a librarian at 
at the university at a salary of $800 
per year by the board of regents, of 
that institution yesterday. Dr. Ken- 
nedy was named to attend the national 
congress of experiment station 
offi- 


cials at Washington D. C. Dr. Ken- 
nedy will attend the experiment sta'tion 
section and President J. C. Stubbs will 
go as a delegate to the college section. 
Dr. Kennedy will have his expenses 
paid to Washington as the accredited 
delegate from this state, while. Dr. 
Stubbs, who as an ex-officio delegate 
to the gathering will take in the meet- 
ing "as incidental to his vacation trip. 


The regents waded through a large 


volume of business yesterday and best 
of all let the contract for the dining 
hall to Self & Sullivan for $5625, win- 
ing the work from Clock & Shea by 
just $15, that amount representing thp 
differences in Iheir bids. 


The bids received for the work yes- 


terday were the third set of proposals 
that have been advertised for and re- 
ceived by the board. As the regents 
were limited to the appropriation of 
»6000 and the bids previously submit- 
ted were for from $8000 to $12,000, it 
was necessary to reject the construc- 
tion proposals on two occasions. 


Inasmuch as the board did not seem 


to be able to get plans from architects 


kfor a building that could be complet- 
Jed within the appropriation the mat- 


ter was turned over, to Professor Young 
and Superintendent Brown, who sev- 
eral weeks ago completed a set of 
plans for a very sightly building, that 
will embody all the needs for which it 
is to be built. It was upon the plans 
furnished by these gentlemen that the 
board finally secured a bid 
which 


•would make possible the early comple- 
tion of the structure within the limits 
of the appropriation^ 
The regents 'advertised for bids on 


150 tons of coal to be delivered during 
the coming winter, seventy-five cords 
of four-foot cord wood and sixty cords 
of slabs. 
During the afternoon the regents, 


with President Stubbs and other -mem- 
bers of the faculty, made a careful in- 
spection" of Manzanita hall, and de- 
cided to thoroughly recalsomine and 
repaper its walls as well as other re- 
pairs where needed.

Big Stampede is Now on to 


Mount Bidwell the 
Its 


Immediate Vicinity 


Widow of Reno Man Begins Suit 


Against 
Los Angeles 
Road 


For Forty Thousand Dollars 


A stampede is on to Fort Bidwell 


and the vicinity, where remarkably 
rich mineral discoveries have been 
made within the last week, and the 
residents of the Goose Lake country 
have literally depopulated that section 
in their rush to get into the new coun- 
try and stake out claims. 


George Plummer, Bert Wade 
ancj, 


Alexander Reid made the richest of the 
discoveries, making the first find in 
New Pine Creek, near Fort BiJwell, by 
panning out some unusually 
bright 


colors. 
TTiey followed the stream 
a 


distance and came to the ledge from 
which the placer gold came. The ledge 
is described as a great porphyry dyke 
in which fine gold is scattered. 
No 


assay has been secured from the find, 
but the miners 
on the ground pro- 


nounce it as rock bearing upwards of 
$500 in gold values. 


The ledge stands out of the ground 


in plain view and there is enough ore 
it is said in sight to keep a good sized 
mill running several years. The strike 
attracted 300 men to the scene who 
staked out the country for 
several 
xmiles in the vicinity of the big discov- 
ery. * 


The second strike ^vas on the west 


side of Mount Bidwell and was made 
by a young sheep herder, who broke 
off a piece of bright colored rock and 
exhibited it to James KagaJer, a min- 
er, who went with the boy to the ledge 
and immediately staked out the coun- 
irv across which the ledge apparently 
ran. 
Kafader traced the ledge for a 


half inile and is_said to have secured 
an assay of $2500. The report of his 
find, with that made by the Plummer 
party, has thrown Modoc county and 
vicinity into the fever heat'of excite- 
ment. 


While it has been known that the 


country was more or less mineralized, 
no large discoveries have been made 
in recent years, and the consequent 
result was but little mining develop- 
ment. - Mount Bidwell, .upon 
whose 


slopes the big finds were made, is in 
the northeastern part of California, on 
the road of the N1. C. O. railway and 
is- 10,000 feet above the sea level. It 
was named for General John Bidwell, 
•who passed it on his first trip to Cali- 
fornia. 
The mountain is an extinct 


volcano. 


Tne party of United States geologi- 


k cal survey levelmen, 
under 
Topo- 


Jsrapher R. A. Farmer, which has been 


running a line of levels to the sum- 
mit of Mount Whitney, have complet- 
ed their work and found the 
true 


height of the mountain to be 14,502 
feet. 
While this shows Mount Whitney to 


be the highest measuied mountain in 
the United States, it makes the true 
height twenty feet less than the figure 
that has generally been accepted, and 
thirteen feet less than that indicated 
by the barometrical reading made bv 
Professor A. G. McAdie of the "United 
States Weather Bureau, and Professor 
J. N. Le Conte of the University of 
California, in 1903. 
The party under Farmer met an- 


other government party at the base (>f 
the mountain, closing a 
ciicuit of 


about 400 miles. The survey was bas- 
ed on a precise level line ft om Benicia 
to Mount Whitney station, and a dou- 
ble level line from Mount Whitney sta- 
tion to the summit.

cover $40,000 from the San Pedro, Los 
Ang-eles and Salt Lake road for the 
death o£| her husband. John L.. Bryant, 
who was engineer 
on a 
locomotive 


which was partially demolished by a 
runaway oil car crashing into it on i 
steep grade near San Bernardino. 


The suit is probably one of the first 


of the kind that has been filed against 
the Montana multi-millionaire's rail- 
road. 
The Utah Construction Com- 


pany, the building corporation which 
did most of the construction work, is 
also made 
a 
defendant 
by Mrs. 


Bryant's suit. 


In her complaint Mr?. Bryant 
al- 


leges that the defendants were negli- 
gent in not having the runaway oil 
car well equipped with brakes that 
would hold. 
She aKo alleges negli- 


gence by reason of the failure of the 
railroad company to provide a suffi- 
cient number of switch keys to em- 
ployes. 
Hie accident occurred the first week 


of last September. The work train, 
which was in charge of the plaintiffs 
husband, was standing at the bottom 
of a hill. An oil car, which had been 
pressed into service by the Utah Con- 
struction Company, as a water car, 
was started down grade by the wind, 
as the .brakes were either not set hart! 
or not strong enough to hold the car 
and pi event its downward flight. In 
tlie wreck which resulted from the col- 
lision of the runaway car with the 
work train Mr. Bryant received injur- 
ies from which he died within a few 
hours. 
His widow resides in this city witt 


her two children. Mr. Bryant resided 
for many yearsi in Reno and was wel 
known in this city.
